MURDER ENDS TEN 


YEARS OF PURSUIT 


Wife and Mother Shot Dead >in New 


York by Man Who Wooed 


Her a Decade Ago. 


New York, Nov. 9.—After pursuing 


her with his unwelcome attentions for 
ten years Joseph R. Schmilowitz, ot 
Cleveland, 0., today shot and instant- 
ly hilled Mrs. Cora Stebel in the' pres- 
ence of her two children in her apart- 
ment in Miley avenue, in Brooklyn. 
According to the story told by Mrs. 
Stebel's iittle hoy. Schmilowitz had 
been writing letters to his victim jtor 
ten'years and had been. so insistent 
In his annoyances that- Mrs. Stebel, 
her. husband and her children 
had 


been compelled to flee from Philadel- 
phia to Boston and thence to Brook- 
lyn in the hope of eluding him.' 


Schmilowitz was arrested. - He gave 


.his address as 2314 Orange avenue, 
Cleveland, p., and said he was a cab- 
inetmaker and that he has a wife and 
children in Cleveland. Stebel. a cab- 
1 net mater, was at work when. the 
tragedy occurred. Ten years. ago in 


Cleveland before Mrs. 
Stebel 
was 


married she is said to have accepted 
the attentions of Schmilowitz as a 
suitor. Mrs. Stebel and her children 
were at breakfast this morning, when 
Schmilowitz knocked at the door of 
their apartment. As Mrs. Stebel un- 
suspectingly opened 
the 
door 
he 


greeted her with the question. "Why 
have .'you never answered those let- 
ters?" As he spoke he drew a re- 
volver and fired at. her but missed. 
Mrs. Stebel fled to the fire escape 
with Schmilowitz in pursuit, firing. 
One bullet struck her between the 
shoulders and penetrated fhe heart, 
causing instant death. 


Schmilowitz fled from the house, 


but was intercepted by a detective. 
'He had thrown away his revolver and 
submitted without a struggle, saying. 
"It is a life for a life with me. t 
don't care what happens to me now."

John Mitchell, of 
tho United Mine Workers union, who 
Is HI, was Oie only member of the 
council absent. 
1). .1. Shackleton and John Hodge, 


members ot the British Parliament 
and fraternal delegates from Grent 
Britain to' tho annual convention of 
the American Federation ot Labor, 
which is to open at Norfolk, Va., next 
Monday, also were present. After tho 
conference President Gompers said: 
We discussed with the president the 
questions of labor legislation, which 
have been presented to congress, in- 
cluding the eight hour day proposi- 
tion: women and child labor: employ- 
ers liability and its extension; the in- 
junction process, and 
the 
abuses 


which it has developed. 


"The president discussed the ques- 


tions freely with us and treated us 
with every consideration. As to what 
he will do for labor In his forthcom- 
ing . message to congress 1 prefer he 
should say himself." 


Mr. Gompers would not indicate 


whether the president had made any 
promises during the interview. 
He 


regarded the interview, however, 
"satisfactory." 


It was stated at the white house 


that the president would take tho re- 
quests of the executive committee un- 
der consideration.

Ho struck on his feet and rolled 


over several times, but was still in 
charge of his engine .when the wreck 
ivas cleaned up. His fireman struck 
on his feet, and was slightly scratched j 
md bruised. Engineer Ed Fulton, of j 
IIP freight, nnd his fireman were not I 
hurt. The freight was standing still 
it. the time it was struck and this un- 
loubtedly accounts for the fact that 
no passengers were seriously injured.

a recent editorial, are endeavoring to 
give the public too much for the 
prices they charge for their produce. 
One ot his arguments will be the rV 
cent report of Gifford Pinchot, who es- 
timates that at the present rate, ot 
consumption the wood supply of the 
United States will have disappeared 
in twenty years. 


In the present tariff the duty on 


print paper, when valued at not more 
than two cents a pound, is three- 
tenths cents, and this ranges up to 
fifteen per cent when the value Is not 
more than five cents a pound. On 
wood pulp, chemical and unbleached, 
the duty is one-sixth of a cent per 
pound; bleached one-quarter of a cent 
per pound and chemically ground one- 
twelfth of a cent a pound, and all 
other wood pulp for paper makers' 
use Is forty-five per cent ad valorem. 
Wood for pulp is on the free list. 


It is regarded as very 
doubtful 


whether congress will do anything 
with the tariff on printing paper and 
pulp, even 
though 
the ' president 


recommends it, but it is expected that 
his call upon the department of jus- 
tice will stir Attorney General Bona- 
parte into greater activity and that 
the paper makers In the western com- 
bination who are accused ot being In 
contempt of court, as well as the oth- 
er members ot tho trust, will have a 
good many things to explain and de- 
fend.

PRESIDENT TO AID PUBLISHERS. 


President 
Roosevelt will 
recom- 


mend to congress the abolishment of 
the tariff on print paper, wood pulp 
and material going Into the manufac- 
turing of paper. He has decided to 
recommend that the department of 
justice take immediate steps to ascer- 
tain whether the anti-trust laws are 
being violated by the International 
Paper company and other combina- 
tions of manufacturers who supply the 
printing paper for the United States. 


The president reached this decision 


after the grievances of the American 
Newspaper Publishers association and 
other publishers and tho allied trades 
drawing their support from the print- 
ing business were laid before him. 


The president rather astonished the 


representatives of the publishers by 
the readiness with which he consented 
to recommend the removal of duty on 
paper and pulp in his forthcoming 
message. He will give as his reasons 


Tivenfy-FiVo Years Ago 


What The Sentinel Had to Say About Persons and

First Assistant Postmaster General 


Hitchcock has returned from an ex- 
tended trip through the west, which 
he took with a view to ascertaining 
at first hand the conditions that pre- 
vail In the postal service of that part 
ot the country. 


Difficulty has bc«n experienced by 


the postofflce department for a con- 
siderable time in retaining tho serv- 
ccs ot efficient and experienced om- 
iloyes, especially clerks nnd carriers, 
n many western offices. This condl- 
Ion prevails particularly In tho min- 
ng regions of the Rocky Mountains, 
'here, in tho past few years, towns 


have sprung up almost overnight and 
Itlcs havo grown in a few months. 
In those places prices of everything, 


ncludlng labor, are high. In many 
nstances living expenses arc twofold 
Uglier than In tho middle west and 
cast. The postofflce employes simply 
could not afford to work for the sal- 
aries paid by tho government. 


"In several Instances," said Mr. 


Hitchcock, 'I learned that postmasters 
paid considerable sums of money out 
of their own pockets to maintain tho 
postal service in their towns. 
At 


Goldfleld, Nev., 
for 
Instance, tho 


postmaster, Edward C. Collins, has 
paid out In this way more money than 


has received in salary. 
He has 


done so in performance of what he be- 
lieves to bo a patriotic duty. He said: 
I found this condition when I came 
into the office and now I propose to 
see It through.' 


"That was a manifestation of pure 


American spirit, but It Is unfortunate 
that such a situation should arise. 
There Is no way by which Postmaster 
Collins can be reimbursed, 
unless 


congress should pass a special act for 
his relief." 


It is Mr. Hitchcock's purpose to ad 


vocate the adoption by congress of an 
amendment to the graded salaries law 
providing that, in exceptional in- 
stances, 
postmasters, on a proper 


showing to the department, may be 
allowed to pay salaries to clerks and 
carriers as of a Higher grade than 
they hpld, in order that their services 
may be retained.

The following leter containing a very pertinent suggestion has been sent 


by Henry M. Williams to E. H. Merritt, president of the Fort Wayne Com- 
mercial club: 
To Persident Merritt, 


Fort Wayne Commercial Club: 


It has not escaped your notice In 


what fine condition are all our Fort 
Wayne banks, and the same remark 
applies to the banks in the towns all 
around Fort Wayne, north, northeast, 
and east Into Ohio, south of us. south- 
west, west and northwest. 
They are 


all in good condition. And this leads 
me to make a suggestion for a new 
map, to be published by the Rand-Mc- 
Nally company, or the Blanchard com- 
pany, showing Fort Wayne as the cen- 
tral distributing point for territory 
within a radius of say 70 wiles in ail 
directions. 
We are all tired of buy- 


ing maps of Indiana showing no terri- 
tory at all to the east of us in Ohio, 
where Fort Wayne has a large trade, 
and "nothing at all In southern Mich- 
igan, where she has a fair trade also. 
State lines do not exist in trad*, only 
in politics, and this should be a trade 
map, a merchants' and manufacturers" 
map. 
Fort Wayne's situation is at 


the extreme northeast corner of the 
state and the ordinary state map gives 
us no show at all to the east, north- 
east or southeast.^ Let us resolve to 
buy no more Indiana state maps of 
the itinerate map peddlers who visit 
our offices four times a year on an 
average. It is all right for Indianapo- 
lis to stand for the state map. because 
Indiana is all around her, but Fort 


ritt, of the Fort Wayne Commercial 
club, go to Chicago ami arrange for 
the publication, of such a map, which 
should not sell at above 40 cents, well 
mounted.

MAKING COESET COVE ES FROM 


LINEN HANDKERCHIEFS A FAD 


By Elizabeth Lee. 


Making daintv corset covers has hand, which when cut out in squares 
at the neck will be nothing more than 
a band about three 
or four Inches 
been a favorite occupation for vaca- 
tion days this 
season, and, as the 


work called for more time than skill, 
many women have indulged in it to 
the extent of a fad. 


Fine sheer 
handkerchiefs are re- 


sponsible for a number of these dainty 
garments. 
Those showing one-quar- 


ter inch hemstitching, 
cither quite 


plain or barred to suggest dimity, are 
preferred for the purpose. . Some have 
borders one and one-half Inches wiJe, 
and between these 
threadlike bars 


the worker can set rows of dots in 
satin stitch, using white embroidery 
cotton for the purpose. • Those barred 
all over often have an eyelet or a dot 
set in each square, this elaboration 
depending 
upon 
the 
skill of 
the 


seamstress. After the decorative part 
has been accomplished the handker- 
chiefs are laid on the corset cover pat- 
tern, on the straight In the back and 
corner wise In the front. 
Four or 


five will be necessary, according to 


wide. The upper edge of this is fin- 
ished with lace, ribbon or beading, 
as fancy dictates, and the border of 
the embroidery meets and overlays 
this tucked yoke, perfectly flat and 
plain, without a bit of fulness. The 
embroidery is cut off at the waist .line 
and is gathered into a belt to match 
the finish employed at the top. 


This bit of a yoke, handtucked, 


gives an air of daintiness usually lack- 
ing in tha corset cover made from 
demi-fiouncing, and will well repay 
the extra trouble. 
This is a good 


model to follow for those who can 
sew but are unskilled in decorative 
needlework. 


Pretty little 
jumpers 
are 
made 


from men's fine large linen handker- 
chiefs. 
Two are necessary and the 


construction is quite simple. 
First, 


one corner is cut 
off each. These 


three cornered pieces are worked in 
embroidery just above the hem stitch-

squares of equal size to fit into the 
fronts. 
Once the handkerchiefs are 


laid en the paper pattern, it is quite 
easy to see what spaces need filling

ing is used for the joining of the dif- 
ferent parts. 


The lower edge is gathered into a

Armholes are finished in the 


same -manner and a ruffle of narrow, 
fine Valenciennes lace sewn to the 
outer edge of all the narrow beading. 
Ribbons of any preferred coloring is 
used for threading.

To make the apron 
with the outside of silk or cretonne, 
and the inside, and pockets of rubber 
cloth, three-quarters of a yard of ma- 
terial sixteen inches wide, and three- 
quarters of a yard of rubber cloth 
twenty-seven Inches in width will be 
needed. 
If the inside, ovtslde 
and 


pockets are of the same material, one 
yard thirty-six Inches wide will be 
sufficient. 


One and one-half yards of ribbon 


ghonld be used to bind the apron. An 
extra yard will be needed for ties. Tho

Winter Mightgown with Yoke 


By Ifra. Jane Ford, 


Special Care of the Ears 


Is Essential in Winter 


By Margaret Mixtor. 


Ear troubles are frequent In cold 


weather. 
They 
develop 
largely 


through the action of cold upon wax 
In the auditory canal, and the proper 
care of this becomes a matter of im- 
portance. 
To remove too much of 


the wax means to run danger of in- 
juring the hearing; to let too much 
remain is neither cleanly nor wise. 


The safe manner of cleaning should 


be understood by every person? for 
the ear is one of the most delicate or- 
gans we have, and the risk of doing 
permanent damage Is ever present. 


According to one of the best known 


aurists in New York, the safest meth- 
od of dally cleaning is to put a bit of 
old thin linen, such as a handkerchief, 
over the tip of the little finger and In- 
sert this into the orifice. 
The cloth 


should not go deeper than the finger 
tips can reach. In this way there will 
be no chanco of hurting the hearing. 


While this is undoubtedly a safe, 


scientific way the average woman will 
find a hairpin more to her 
liking. 


Under no circumstances 
should 
a 


stick or other pointed implement be 
used, hut the loop at the end of a hair- 
pin prevents its doing harm unless it 


la thrust in so hard as to cause pain. 
One is not likely to do this. 


To wash the interior wet a bit of 


linen and rub on some soap, then 
wrap this with one thickness 
only 


about the pin loop and put it gently 
Into the ear. 


The cloth may be turned slowly and 


then at once removed and a fresh part 
taken to repeat the operation. Rinse 
by -wetting tho cloth another time in 
warm water. 


Cold water should never be used In 


cleaning the oars. 
It will tend to 


harden the wax, and once this hap- 
pens deafness, though only temporary, 
will usually ensue. 


Warm glycerine Is the greatest aid' 


when there is trouble caused by accu- 
mulated and hard wax. In using this 
put a few drops into the ear at night 
and rest the head so that the lotion 
will not run out. In the morning a 
careful cleaning with hot water may 
be sufficient to remove the obstruc- 
tion, but if it is not one should go 
immediately to a physician to have tho 
canal cleaned. 


Violent blowing of the nose Is a 


source of danger to the ears and not 
Infrequently causes temporary 
deaf- 


ness by closing the auditory canal. On 
the other hand, sometimes the ears 
may 
be cleared 
when temporarily 


stopped by holding the nostrils closed 
with the fingers and then making an 
effort to blow. The air making its es- 
cape finds no outlet through the nose 
and so rushes to the ears, thus often 
clearing the passage. 


If one effort in this direction, how- 


ever, accomplishes nothing it should 
not be tried again, for the 
risk of 


doing harm to the ear drum becomes 
too great.

garments. 
Nor is it essential 
that 


these home made pieces of under- 
clothing be sewed by hand, for if care 
be taken with the machine stitching 
they may he daintily and pret'tily fin- 
ished. 
With the many machine at- 


tachments for hemming, raffling, etc., 
one need never be at B Joss for trim- 
ming. 


When contemplating the making of 


a number of garments It is advisable 
to buy muslin by the piece, as it may 
be secured considerably cheaper than 
by the yard, and if by chance a few 
yards are left over they can always 
bo utilized in some way.

New York, Nov. 9.—There are some 


minor defects in "The Right of 
Way," now being produced at Wai- 
Jack's theater, but in the main this is 
one of the tew appealing plays that 
have been produced this season. Not 
always clear and not always coherent, 
the dramatization of Sir Gilbert Par- 
ker's story is very direct, sharp and 
compelling. 
From the beginning of 


the first act to the end. you are inter- 
ested, and while frequently you wish 
for more "background," more char-

Men like 
Mr. Roberts seem to be lost sight of 
these days, when actors are made 
over night and stars in a week.

It wa"s all so. simple and 
yet so sure. Aside from makeup and 
speech he held to the character in 
wonderfully psychologically true ges- 
tures, exits and entrances.

London, Nov. 9.—The famous Druce 


claim for the dukedom of Portland, 
the greatest romance and mystery in 
the history of the British peerage, is 
once more in the courts. Before a 
fashionable crowd that packed the 
dingy little Marylebone police court 
room it was formally disinterred yes- 
terday, this time wearing a new and 
more amazing aspect. 


The feature of the present trial is a 


charge of perjury brought by George 
Hollamby Druce 
against 
Herbert 


Druce, his uncle, a son of Thomas 
Charles Druce. proprietor of the Baker 
street bazaar, who is supposed to have 
died in 1864. 
. 


Some years ago Herbert Druce 


swore in an affidavit that he saw his 
father dead in his coffin. This affida- 
vit, according to George Hollamby 
Druce. was perjured. 
He contends 


that Thomas Charles Druce and the 
fifth duke of Portland, who died in 
1879, were one man and that the cof- 
fin in which Druce was supposed to 
have been buried contained nothing 
but lead. 


Man Who Saw Bogus Funeral. 


He contends that the funeral of 


Druce in 1864 was an elaborate hoax 
arranged by the duke of Portland to 
destroy the dual personality he had 
assumed for many years. He has pro- 
duced one man as a witness who is 
ready to swear the he helped the 
duke to arrange the bogus funeral and 
procured and placed the lead in the 
coffin. 


Of all the facts concerning the al- 


leged dual existence led by the eccen- 
tric duke of Portland George Hollam- 
by Druce contends Herbert Druce was 
and is cognizant and that in swearing 
that he saw his 
father, 
Thomas 


Charles Druce, 
perjury. 


dead he committed 


did not die in 1866 and that the fu- 
neral was a bogus affair. 


Mrs. Annie Maria Druce's suit was 


the beginning o'f the fight to prove 
that Thomas Charles Druce was In 
reality the fifth duke of Portland. 
Herbert Druce facing loss of the prop- 
erty willed to him contested the suit 
and swore that he bad seen his father, 
Thomas Charles Druce, dead in his 
coffin In 1864. Since the duke did not 
die until 1879 this discredited the dual 
personality theory. 


In an effort to finally settle the ques- 


tion the Consistory court issued an 
order to have the grave of Thomas 
Charles Druce opened. This the au- 
thorities of Hlghgate cemetery, where 
the coffin is burled, refused to do with- 
out an order from Herbert Druce, pro- 
prietor of the grave, and the king's 
bench judges upheld their attitude. 
Herbert Druce persistently has 
re- 


fused to permit the opening of the 
grave. 
Company Formed to Back Claim. 
George Hollamby Druce was born 


In 1841 and went to Australia In 1865, 
returning to England four years later.

Caldwoll also testified that he re- 


ceived presents from the duke aggre- 
gating about $50,000 besides a fee of 
$25.000. Ho «ald ho remained In Eng- 
land six years after the funeral, went 
to America In 1871. saw the Druce 
case mentioned In the New York pa- 
pers In February of that year, and 
communicated with Druce's lawyer. 


When shown two photographs Cald- 


well declared that they were photo- 
graphs of the duke of Portland In the 
character of T. C. Druce. The witness 
was then asked to account for the 
board shown In one of the photo- 
graphs, and he replied that ho hn«l 
seen the duke wear a false beard, and 
had even seen him take It off. 
Cross examined by counsel for thri 


defendant, Caldwell admitted he had 
been described as "the great Ameri- 
can affidavit maker." but he added 
that It was not justified. 
He was 


questioned closely on the subject, of 


the duke of Portland owned the Baker 
street bazar and he decided to claim 
the estates. For that

he

the present claimant.

Both ministers 
end saloon keepers were in attend- 
ance. The ministers of the city adopt- 
ed a resolution indorsing the action 
of the police board to prevent all Sun- 
day paid attractions. It is said that 
the saloon keepers, who are prevent- 
ed from selling liquor on Sunday, also 
desire the strict enforcement of the 
Sunday closing law as it applies to 
all kinds of business and amusements. 


The attorney for the orchestra last 


night said that he would make appli- 
cation to the circuit court for an or- 
der restraining the police department 
from interfering with the concert 
which is advertised for next Sunday 
tfternoon.

warred against the Midtanltes aac 
they slew all the males, nnd they slew 
the kings of Midian, beside tho rest 
of them that were slain: namely, Evl 
and Rokem, and Zur. and Hur, ant 
Reba. flvo kings ot Midian. 
And 


Balaam, also, tho son of Beor, they 
slew with the sword.

In all matters of character—and 
that is the one result that the gospel 
Is in the world to achieve—a sound 
thought is uot a circumstance as com- 
pared with a pure affection, and affec- 
tions are the same the world over. To 
love In Bombay or in Nagasaki Is the 
same as to love here in Madison ave- 
nue. In the mental structure of peo- 
ple In different parts of the world, and 
even in the same parts, there are all 
sorts of varieties; 
but hearts are 


alike, and loves, like English gold, 
pass as coin current in all kingdoms 
of the world: and whether Christ ap- 
pears in Judea, or were to appear in 
New York or in St. Petersburg or in 
Canton, the soil he would cultivate 
would be that which lies deeper in

feature as compared with which e\ery- 
thlng else in It Is a distinct secondary. 
Of course there are other elements 
gathered around 
It and 
associated 


with it. 
Christ had a great 
many 


things lo say and a great many facts 
to emphasize beside this one fact and 
law of affection. There are a great 
many things in our astronomical sys- 
tem 'beside the sun; but the very fact 
that we call it the solar system is an 
expression of the sun's dominant cen- 
irality in that system, everything else 
Jn It mastered by tho sun, warmed by 
It brightened and colored by It. 


Quite like that In respect of cen- 


trality and dominance is tho relation 
sustained by love to the other ingre- 
dients of the Christian system. It is 
the first point in it.npon which to fix 
•ur regard, and the point still to be 
Beld steadily in view of our survey 
and estimate of all other points. St. 
Paul seems to have something o£ this 
kind In mind when

"rightly dividing the word of truth"— 
presenting trutn In a way to preserve 
its due proportions and relations, put- 
ting the emphasis where emphasis he- 
longs, and supreme emphasis 
upon 


the suporlatlve point, which he says 
here is hot hope, Is not even faith, but 
Is love. 
Much mischief and a Bad amount of 


confusion have been 
occasioned to 


even the honest hearts of people by 
having the supreme accent placed now 
upon ono feature of the Lord's story— 
what we know as the 
Gospel—and 


now upon another feature; very much 
the same confusion 
as 
would 
be 


wrought in a student's mind by today 
having the sun made the controlling 
element in our planetary system, and 
tomorrow reckoning everything from 
the planet Mars, and day after tomor- 
row, 
from the planet Jupiter, or Do- 


natl's comet. 
That would result in the formation 


of- a variety of schools of astronomy, 
and it is an analogous influence that 
operates to produce 
a 
variety of 


schools of Christianity, this locating 
of the center of gravity of the Chris- 
tian system at diverse points, instead 
of all agreeing to find It in this one 
point authoritatively, and with Scrip- 
ture unanimity declared for It.

Bishop Brooks, when he stated that

ho is only an Episcopalian—a descrip- 
tion of tho situation which I would 
not, of course, have quoted, hart It not 
proceeded, as T am Informed, from tire 
mouth of ft distinguished prelates of 
tHo last named church.

I have recently been reading the 


gospels over again, and connectedly, 
with a view to getting as closely as 
possible to the very mind of Christ, 
to the methods of his working, to the 
impulses by which those methods 
were inspired, and to the purposes 
which, in. It all, he was cherishing; 
and it Is all so •wonderfully personal 
and so startlingly simple! My reading 
has wrought In me the conviction that, 
if I am not utterly in error, we have 
allowed the 
beautiful territory of 


Christ's three years of ministry to he 
so bedlmmed and suffused with the 
mists of antecedent Judaism, and to 
be so overgrown with the rank foliage 
of subsequent argumentation of a doc- 
trinal kind, that the scenery proper Is 
almost entirely blotted out. aud the 
real beauty that wo need most to see, 
and In whose charm we need most to 
have our souls bathed. Is buried In 
the obscurity of fog and dialectics. 


The thing In this recent reading of 


mine that has surprised me again Is 
the very 
small 
number of things 


which Jesus said that strained at all 
tho Intelligence of the people he spoke 
to and the very 
small number of 


things he said that could produce In 
them any feeling of Irritation, feeling 
that they were being preached at, that 
they were belnt? sat upon In judg- 
ment; everything sweetly consonant 
with those words that he spoko con- 
cerning his own mission lo men— 
"God 
sent not his son Into the world 


to condemn the world"—and accord- 
ingly spending not so much of his 
timo In talking an-d expatiating as In 
doing, and In doing those things that 
served to reveal to men the tender 
contents of his own heart, and thus 
to make an avenue through -which the 
love-warmth that was In him might 
work a gentle springtime, and then a 
blossomy summertime In the hearts 
of every one of those he reached out 
toward nnd touched. 


We should some of us be better 


Christians if we spent less of our en- 
ergy In trying 1o think the gospel and 
moro In learning to feel It, and learn- 
ing to recognize, 
with the apostle 


who wrote our text, that an ounce of 
holy affection is worth more than a 
great many pounds of intellectual ac- 
curacj-. 
Hard thinking about relig- 


ious things, a keen Investigation of 
the difficult problems of Christianity, 
is doubtless a congenial exercise to 
those who are competent for It. Tt Is 
probably an interesting experience to 
listen to the hum of our mental ma- 
chinery. So it must have been to St. 
Paul, who was a very colossus as" a 
theologian, and a Napoleon of doc- 
trinal research. This makes it pecu- 
liarly interesting that it was just such 
an one as he that writes for us in this 
Thirteenth of Corinthians that It is to 
none ot this that is to be accorded the 
first place in the schedule of Chris- 
tian values, that a love Is a better
